And in their way, Christmas presents 
received at the penitentiary indicate 
he quaint notions 
entertained

ome people who have relatives or 
riends in ihe big prison. This Is, 
shown in many of the presents sent I 
or brought to the outer guard room, 
where each package is opened and its 
contents carefully scrutinized before 
being passed to the owp.er. Socks are 
very common and occasionally neck- 
ties. Some people have been led to 
believe that the prisoners are not well 
fed and the baskets and packages 
are brought .in of fruit, cake and other 
delicacies.- Most .people seem to unr 
derstand; t,hat it is npt necessary to 
bring clothing, the impression being 
general .that the. state will.furnish tttet 
part ot theiprisoners necessities,,Once 
a sweater was.; received by -a prisoner, 
but it .was confiscated; and the .recipi- 
ent given to ^understand-that;the pris- 
on itself/had. alLthe facilities..for the 
sweating process. At another time a 
prisoner who had a brother on the 
outside engaged in the saloon business 
in Cincinnati was informed by him 
that he could look for a couple ot 
cases of beer as his Christmas re- 
minder, and he is still looking. A great 
many other contributions, some large- 
ly of the freak variety, are found in 
the bundles, baskets and packages 
that begin to reach the prison a few 
days before Dec. 25. Occasionally 
jewelry and other decorative articles 
are sent, the donors forgetting that 
prison life is not much given up to the 
social amenities.
